QUR WEATHER. 

Our recent mails have broaght us 
accounts of severe weather through- 
out all parts of Ontario. Snow pil- 
ing up to fearful jepths and blowing 
and drifting; so as to cause complete 
blockades, not only on the railroads, 
but also so as to render the country 
roads next to impassable, and our 
eastern friends are quite anxious 
about our comforts away out in what 
they term the “cold country.” To 
set their minds at rest on this mat- 
ter we may state that the residents 
of Calgary and vicinity have the 
finest winter climate of the whole of 
the North American continent, if we 
except those parts which are known 
as southern latitudes. If all our 
coli days were picked out we could 
not count np enough to make two 
weeks of oodinary winter weather in 
Ontario. With the exception of the 
few cold days when the mercury 
bnt once ran down to 27°. The 
thermometer hus scarcely ever de- 
scended as low us 10°, while the 
average during the day time has 
been from 30> to 40° above, with 
the nights about 20° above. W: 
have not had at any time more than 
two inches of snow, while generally 
speaking the ground is not covered, 
nor have we had any wind to make 
things unpleasant. On one or two 
oceasions we had a stiff gale for 
about halt au hour at a time, mostly 
chinooks, but for the most part 
nothing to make either walking or 
driving unpleasant. We would say 
to our triends who find the long 
winters of Manitoba, Ontario and 
other parts of the Dominion so trying 
to their constitutions that no pleas- 
anter or healthier winter resort can 
be found on the whole continent, 
and we are very much mistaken it 
Calgary does not yet become a 
rendezvous for those who require a 
mild winter climate.
